The engine of No. 3 was almost entiroly
al'hll'lr_\'vd by Hre, One mail, one expross,
one baggeoge, two day conches, nud one sleap-
h]l.! onr were entively doest OV id. The offirers
Af the rosd and the oitizens of Mount Hopeim-
mediately turned out, and set to work extri-
eating the passengers, removing the injarad,
and senrching for the bodies of the dead.
Purt of the mails were burned, ineluding the
through, wny, and registered mails. Oud of
160 pieces of baggage only 11 were savad
The remainder were desttoyed by fire or
ground up in the wreck., The messengar
suceended in saving the safe from the express
car, which is all of its contouts thut could be
got out,

Informntion of the accident was immedi.
ately telegraphed to the officers of the Erie

ilway in this city. The latter gove orders
to have a train wade up without delay to
eonvey surgeons fo the seone of the disaster,
and alvo to take every article that might be
l‘('llnil‘t'-‘.l to allevinte the sufferings of the
injured. This was done, and at lnst aceounts
the injured were reported to Le doing wall,

A rigid investigation into the canse of the

accident will be begnn at onee by the otficers

of the road, and if it shall be found that it
wns cansed, ps it is reported. by o misplaced
switeh, the guilty person or persons will be
held to a strict accountability, The wreck
was entively clenved by nine o'clock this
morning, and (¥ains are now ruuning rego-

larly.

ANOTITER ACCOUNT,

One of the passengers gives the following
recount of the disaster;—Left New York at
680 P, M., and took a berth in the sleaping
car next to the rear car. There were four
sleeping and five other cars in the train, At
1145 he was awakened by jerking motion,
and found the speed was slacking, but Jdid not
feel apprehensive of going off the track., In-
quiring what was the matter, he was told the
engine had run into a freight train, He got
up and went out, and found the flames burst-
ing out of Mount Hope station-house, and the
bagpeage-cars next to the lecomotive were also
on fire,

He found that a freight train which should

bave been waiting on a siding on the left of
the rond this side of the station, and started
on before the arrival of the express, had the
engine of the former had not reached the
main track when it was struck by the locomo-
tive of the express train, which was running
al the rate of forty miles an hour. The en-
gine of the freight train was standing ona
frog, and was so firmly fixed that it was not
misplaced. The engine of the express train
struck the station house, to which it set fire,
and then turned ronnd and went off the track
headed east, and the tender went to the right
headed west. The express enr went down a
bill towards the river; the first passenger ecar
tolescoped into the baggege car, and the
whole train was burned, the three sleeping
cars only excepted. Only & dozen pieces of
baggage were savad.
* Mhe freight engine stood locked into the
passenger engine, and, after a vain effort to
extinguish the flames with water earried from
the river, the passengers moved the freight
carg enst. ‘I'wo cars were woved at a time,
many of them lopded with oil. At 1730 A M.
there was no engine at the scene of the acci-
dent, and some of the passengers were suffer-
ing terribly from wounds, and others were
past all pain. At 6 A. M. nine dead bodies
could be connted. Some distressing scenes
of suffering ocourred, and there were some
remarkable escapes. The engincer of the ex-
press train stood bravely at his post, and
turned over several times with his engine, but
fortunately escaped injury.

The Rev, Mr, Halleck told his brother-in.
law he was not hart at all, but was wedged in.
His fellow-passengers used efforts to save
him, but he died n slow, agonizing death in
the presence of sympathizing friends, who
were ugable to help him. :

A young German said his father was
burned, and when the rnins of the smoking
onr were removed, he recognized the remains
of his father by Lis watch.

The disaster 15 attribnted to the caroless-
ness of the engineer of the freight train, who
started out before the express train had
passed him, It is said be has made himself

of Representatives, It is quite probable that
this bill announeek the policy and purpose of
Congress, and the propriety of its provisions
can ?uu':]ly fail to secure assent.
I, therefore,beg to call your attention o the
enclosed copy of the bill as probable evidence
of what conditions of permission and of regu-
lation of foreign telegraphic intercourse are
to be insisted upon by the United States,
